II 
showed that it was a violation of the apir 
of the constitution of this state to''allo 
fifty one persons to mortgage the properl 
of forty nine persons for other than:publ 
purpose?, and he cited tho example of tli 
states that have pursued this policy of low 
subscriptions lo railroads, and the fact tha 
five of those states have recently made con 
stitutional provision ogainst the continuanc 
of thnt policy. In a word Sir. Powel showe 
that tho proposition was- at the same tim 
wrong and inexpedient. 


Mr. Powel argued that when 
certai 


powers of taking property nro granted t 
tea towns that are dented to twenty sis tha 
provision of the constitution which extend 
equal protection of tho laws to ail person 
in the atate is violated, lie showed lhat thi 
railroad is to all intents and purposes a pr; 
vate affair, that it ia liable to seizure for th 
debts of a private corporation, and that th 
towns through which tho road passes hav 
no power of controlling tho investments tha 
it is proposed they shall make.

ulative investment into which Iho inmorit 
might bo forced against their private judg 
incuts by the action of the majority.
